Under IC 12-8-3-4.4, LSA Document #01-334, printed at 25 IR 871, which adds 460 IAC 2-5 concerning standards
of conduct and performance specific to educational settings for interpreters to persons who are deaf or hard of hearing
in the state of Indiana and providing requirements to be met to become certified by the state of Indiana as an interpreter
to persons who are deaf or hard of hearing in educational settings, was adopted by the division of disability, aging, and
rehabilitative services on February 7, 2002. The rule is effective 30 days after filing with the secretary of state.
